The consideration or the Currency bill was then 
resumed. 


Mr. CoiiEETT, (rep.) of Oregon, referred to the pres- 


ent .financial status or the government, and caid the 
country was gradually returning to a sound basis. 
Ihe gold now accumulating la tbe bants could be 
held m the place of the three per ceati certificates, 
which--the

properly proposed

pay on. us would support the proposition to ex- 
tend banting facilities to the South and West, be- 
lieving it to be demanded by the immediate neces- 
sities or those sections. He also favored tbe pro- 
visions

thought

eventually supersede the present national banks. 
He had recently Introduced a resolution Instructing 
the Finance Committee to inquire Into the expe- 
diency of compelling the banks to retain the Interest 
paid them seau-aunually until it snail reach the 
amount or the reserve required nnder the present 
law to be kept in legal tenders, said reserve of gold 
to be used as a substitute lor said legal tenders. By 
a policy use this the banks would be in a condition 
to return to specie payment when the government 
so oraered. in the event or a contrary policy being 
pursued the banits might, upon the resumption of 
specie payment, present their legal tenders and de- 
mand from tne government payment ror them in 
gold. He had also introduced a bill ror the gradual 
lundina of the debt, which he would discuss at tne 
proper time. 


Mr. SUMNEB, (rep.) ot Mass., said a simple redistri- 
bution of the existing currency could not be made 
without .serious consequences to tbe business or the 
country, while it would do nothing for Ilnancial 
reconstruction. Nor was it easy to (see how any 
redistribution could be made which, though just 
to-day, would not be unjust to-morrow, in 1S61, 
when the national securities had received a terrible 
EhocK, the banKs of Sew 'ioric, Philadelphia and 
uoston mrnlshed the means by whlca ourrorces 
were organized acmnst rebellion, one hundred and 
flrty million or dollars in gold being advanced by 
them, of which fifty millions were subsequently 
subscribed by the pjople. Kot irom the South 
nor rrom the West did succor come at that time, 
ana he was not, he said, now disposed to do any 
mmstice to tne banKs of the Nortn ana East. The 
prominent teatuies ol the bill were—nrst, to enlarge 
tne natunai Dauic currency: secondly, to create a. 
system of free tonkins, founded on com notes, leav- 
lug out or view tae questions or relundtng and con- 
solidating the national debt, and the great question 
or specie payment. The first proposition would be 
uojuat to the North and East and madeauate to the 
South and West. 
The second proposition would 
create a third Kind o! currency and a new class or 
bants. He believed this to be impracticable, princi- 
pally upon the ground that a national bans could 
not issue and maintain a circulation 01 com notes by 
a reserve or twenty-Jive per cent as long as gold 
lemaiued at a premium, because in proportion to 
the premium on gold would be the run on 
tne 
banits 
until 
their 
outstanding 
notes 
were reueemea 
or taeir vaults emptied. In- 
stead ol simpluyine the bill proposed to amplify the 
rorms or tne currency. 
He proposed an amend- 


ment as a substitute lor the first two sections or tne 
bill to provide ror ao. enlargement or the present 
limit of circulating notes from tnree ttutulred mil- 
lions to flve hundred miiions for the equal distribu- 
tion or this volume among the States and Territo- 
ries, provided that for each additional dollar of 
cur.eucy issued nnder tne provisions of this act 
mere snail be withdrawn one dollar or the iwai 
tender issue. 


Mr. SUEBHAN. (rep.) or Ohio, regarded the amend- 


ment as intended to defeat tne bill by enerartme 
upon It a p-opobltlon embracing the landing 
bill, which would create a deoate ror sev- 
eral days. 
The amendment would withdraw flve 


hundred millions or greenbacks and substitute in 
their place Dank notea. ir m an evil nour the 
Senate adopted that amendment, there would 
be an end to all measures ror tne redistribution of 
the bank circulation. The Senator would withdraw 
two hundred minions greenbacks before tho baaK- 
notes were issued; but where did he propose to get 
tae money to pay these two hundred millions or 
greenbacks, not out or the surplus revenue? He 
must do It oy increasing the bonaed debt. Mr. sher- 
mau BHgzested that if a .more thorough measure 
thun that recommended by tno committee was de- 
manded by the Senator rrom Massachusetts he 
would ask mm to come forward aud help to carry 
out the existing Uw; for it was only by violation of 
law that this unequal distribution or the currency had 
occurred, resulting mos>t exclusively in tne beaeflt 
01 tuat Senator's constituents. That senator asked 
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Chairman of tbo Committee on Appropriations as to 
tlie propriety of deterring the proposed removal. As 
to the argument that me removal or toe Philadel- 
phia Navy Yard was accessary to mukc room for the 
commerce or the port, he remarked that he had read 
In tne papers the other day that the commerce of 
Philadelphia last month had dwindled down to 
$50,000, aud he thought that mere was coast snrrace 
enough along tue Ueiaware to accommodate tiia 
present commerce or Philadelphia and all the com- 
merce that Philadelphia was nicely to acquire. 
The bill, on motion of Mr. DAWJBS, was laid on tne 
tab.e—yeas 94, nays 07.

VISIT TO THE WASHINGTON NAVY YAKD. 


After breakfast to-day Prince Arthur, m company 


with two or three members of His 'suite, started out 
for a walfc and strolled through 'some of the streets 
in what is Known as the West End, or fashionable 
part of the city, nntu one o'clock, when he returned 
to the residence of Mr. Thornton and had lunch. 
To-day Saving been set apart for a visit to the Navy 
Yard the Prince, accompanied by Mr. Thornton, Col- 
onel Elphinstone, Lieutenant Pickard and Ensign 
Fitzroy, left tha British Legation m carriages about 
two o'clock 
and 
arrived at the Navy Yard 


abont twenty minutes of three. Admiral Dahlgren, 
the commandant of the yard, Sad made every 
preparation to receive the royal guest. The marines 
were drawn up at the entrance to the yard, dressed 
in their holiday attire, and everything abont the 
yard presented a scrupulously neat and tidy appear- 
ance. As the Prince's carnage entered the gate 
the marines presented, the band struck up "God 
Save the Queen" and a salute was fired, the Prlncs 
uncovering and bowing as the carriage was driven 
np to the residence of Admiral Dahlgren. 


Tne Prince and suite was received by the Secre- 


tary of the Navy, Admiral Porter and Admiral 
Dahlgren. 
The Secretary then introduced the 


Pnnce to tho 
members of tne Senate and 


House Committees on .Naval Affairs, wao had 
been 
invited to join him 
in the inspection 


of 
the 
yard. 
Afterwards 
he

HAVANA, Jan. 22,1870. 


Distimruiahed and no doubt extremely well in 


formed persons in Washington are predicting an 
early termination of the insurrection in this island 
Among them is that erudite diplomatist, Mr. Edward 
Lee Plumb, whose knowledge or the condition of 
affairs here, derived from Spanish officials ana from 
a vtit to a sugar estate outside of Hatanzas a week: 
prior to his departure, when he was not in the 
slightest danger from insurgents or anybody else 
enables him to speak by authority, it 13 a subject of 
resret that theso gentlemen cannot infuse into the 
breast or the Spanish representatives here whose 
duty It is to suppress the insurrecuon some Iiule or 
that sublime confidence with which they are over- 
flowing. 


From very high and most reliable anthontv I am 


able to state that these representatives do not an- 
ticipate an end to tnis war prior to aie winter ofisfo 
and!87I. While no doubt is felt of their power to 
end it before that time the sacrifices to that end are 
thonghuo be too great and by 110 means essential 
to the ultimate interest and glory of Spam. AS long 
as any donot was entertained of the course of the 
United states on the subject or recognition and the 
departure of the gunboats all nosslble eaorts were 
put forth -without regard to sacrifice. Sow it is as- 
sumed to be known that in no case is it the 
policy of Grant's administration to recognize the 
Cubans as belligerents, and it is believed the gun- 
boats will effectually prevent any supplies reaching 
them to the Increase of their strength. It is argued 
that in all those sections of the island where ihe in- 
terests of the government and or Spaniards are in- 
volved and where so much destruction lias not 
taten place as to render them useless feir, if any. 
Insurgents remain, ana agricultural operations] 
from which are derived primarily tne resources of 
the government and the wealth or the people, are 
going on as usual. The insurgents occupying' the 
more remote, rugged and inaccessible localities. 


along the coast, Is overdue and momentarily ex- 
pected. She will doubtless lumisli us with the infor- 
matlou so anxiously dealted. The vturto accounts for 
the scarcity of news from that section by tho pau- 
city ol steamers touching ou the north Bids, and 
adds that the gunboats once prepared for sea con- 
slant communication will be Kept up. 
The olllcial G'azi'J/,' continues to publish reports of 
encounters in the Cinco Vilias, notwithstanding-the 
oft repeated assurances of the complete pacification 
of that section. A recent despatch says that the 
constant and active prosecution of which they have 
been the object m Trinidad has obliged Vlllamll and 
his band to ret.re to the most inaccessible of the 
mountains of umones and Havanjo, in thatjurlsuic- 
tiou, where they united wita Martinez and Vivas. 
Learning of their whereabouts in that place Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Moreno, in combination with Liumidam, 
attacs them, following them Irom place to place, and 
causing twenty-four deaths, capturing thu usually 
mentioned large quantities of arms, provisions, &c. 
it is claimed that Keioff, ' the Pole," was wounded 
m one of the encounters recently. 
In Santiago de Cuba a considerable number of 
troops, subdivided in small bands, are going about 
without encountering any insurgents, wuo keep out 
ot their waj. A report was m circulation on the 
13iti among.the Cubans that a great light had taKen 
place at Palina bonana, but it was dented by the 
BaiKiera EspaRola of that aate, which claimed that 
perlect tranquillity reignad in the locality re- 
ferred to. 
The 1'arxka Naoional, or Cienfuegos, smeatlons 
the discovery of a conspiracy among some laborers 
on the estates coustancia Cienequita, San i'ranctico 
and biuipaua, wuh tae object of reducing the others 
aud joining we msurgenus. Five of tae negroes oa 
Coustancia had b-eu convicted and confessed, and 
were to sutler condign punishment, whatever that 
may be. Fourteen slaves had escaped from the 
same estate and reached tho insurgents. 
From the same journal we learn of the recapture 
of the coasting sloop Catalan. This veasei sailed 
from Mansaallio on tlio 21st of November for Cieu- 
megoy. and was captured by tne insurgents, of which 
the bipauish press at the time made no mention. 
Learning of her whereabouts the commanders ol the 
war steamers Guadalqiilver and Garrioii lefc their 
anchorage at Saata Cruz ou tne llth ror her capture. 
Ai three P. M. tuey arrived off tne stream Micuriie, 
up which two boats were sent irom the steamers, 
carrying fishiy-live marines ana troops and one 
piece ot artillery. They succeeded in taking the sloop, 
wnich was ourned. They also captured a canoe, with 
two carbines, destroyed another, burned two ranches 
and two boats, and caused the enemy, who offered 
some resistance, to fly. lhe account states that the 
insurgents had constructed two large canoes, in 
which to bring arms from the Keys, south ol tne 
island, to the coast, and that the Catalan was em- 
ployed to go to Caiman to lighten ships, so that her 
destruction will prove a serious loss to tht insur- 
gents. 
The Official &rzeU« publishes what purports to be 
an address from Joaqmn CarvaLo, late au insurgent 
chief, to the Cubans, calling on them to lay uown 
their arms, and claiming that the provisional gov- 
ernment has granted to Cuoa all those rights to se- 
cure whica the revolution was inaugurated. 
1-rom some captured documents ol the insurgents 
it saema an election lias tasen. place in rriiiidau by 
which C. Antonio Lorda was elected Governor ana 
C. Mariano Jiminz Lieutenant Governor. 
There is a ioolish rumor here, to which tho Diario 
ho^given placs in its columns, said to have origi- 
nated in Puerto Principe, Mat tiuesadii and Marmol 
have been relieved iroin command and subjected to 
court martial, aud tnat Jordan has been made com- 
mander-in-chiuf. 
A portion ol the village ot Salto, In Cienfuesos, has 
been burueJ to ashes by the insurgent chief Benito 
Koc. 
The Foz de Cuott of last evening published a rf- 
sums of operations in the Cinco Villas during 
December, from which it appears that only ten of 
the thirty-one days ol that month passed without an 
encounter with the insurgents, which arcues well 
for the "complete pacification'7 of tnat district. 
Colonel D. Francisco Denegasi has at last been 
heard Irom. Do arrived here on the 19th, and has 
been for some time sufferms from a severe wound, 
received, as say the journals BOW, on the inarch be- 
tween Gibara, and Holuuln. With the usual reti- 
cence of the Spaniards, iu anything at all unfavora- 
ble to their cause, no mention was mads of the 
encounter or the wounding of this officer- General 
Valera, Colonel of tne reserves of Santo Domingo, 
in Sagu La Grande, who accompanied the last con- 
voy to Las Tunas, is now Governor of t Hat place. 
Additional accounts concerning tne passage of this 
convoy nave been received. They place tue loss of 
the inBurgeats at ninety lulled, but otherwise afford 
nothing new. 
In Santa Clara has been shot D. Ramon Maria 
Gras, accused of disloyalty, aud in Sail Juan his 
brother Kicurdo aud Dr. Moraao, charged with the 
same offence.

The day before that on which the Setagawa 
left Aux Cayes Intelligence was received there Irom 
Port au Prince that on Thursday, the I3tn ms£, 
Salnave was captured, with 160 of his loJoivers. in 
tne mountains between Aqnm and jasmel, about 
thirty miles Irom Port au Prince. The ex-iTebiuent 
was immediately taken to the capital and lodgeu in 
prison. It was reported at Aux uayes that he would 
be forthwith put on his trial, and it was believed ha 
wouid be shot. 
Thursday, the 1st of February, had been fixed on 
for the election of a new President- On that day the 
two Legislative Chambers would meet at Port an 
Prince. The people of Anx Cayes had caeerfnllr 
submitted to the provisional government. Tran- 
quillity had been restored throughout the country; a 
numoer of exiles from Jamaica and other places 
were returning home, several ol them resuming 
business m Say ti, and a feeling pervaded all classes 
that brighter days were at hand.

In France and in Spain matters are quite 


different. 
Both of those countries may- be 


said to be in the agonies of revolution. 
What changes are about to take place in the 
one and the other it is impossible to predict. 
For twenty years Napoleon, has governed 
France with a hand more vigorous than yield- 
ing. His hand is now somewhat relaxed in its 
grip; but it is, perhaps, more a voluntary 
than a compulsory relaxing. He has listened 
to the clamors of the poople; be has thought 
of the welfare of his dynasty, and particularly 
of the prospects of his son; and, knowing 
that it was better to make cosmos, if possible, 
during his life than to leave chaos for cer- 
tainty at his death, has deemed it wise, in 
advancing years and in failing health, to do 
the best he can. 
No man of intelligence 


who has watched Napoleon for the last twenty 
years can refuse to admit that he has beea 
the master of the French people, and that on 
the whole he has used Ms immense power 
wisely and well. The reforms which he has 


( 


granted to the French people, and which are 
still on their trial, have commanded respect in 
France, and, indeed, all the world over- As 
we have just said, t£cse re-forms aro on their 
trial, France ig passing through a crisis, and 
the result is yet doubtful. 


It is scarcely otherwise with Spain. 
It is 


now-well nigh a year and a half since the 
Spanish people rose as one man, aud shook off 
the Boarbon yoke, compelling Isabella and 
her satellites to make quick time and seek a 
home where they might. Tho Spanish revolu- 
tion was hailed with delight. It seemed to be 
the resurrection of a once noble but long 
downtrodden 
and dispirited 
race. 
Jileu 


remembered the days of Ferdinand and Isa- 
bella, when Spain was more full of energy 
than all the nations of Europe combined—the 
times of Charles the Fifth and of Phillip the 
Second, when Spain was virtually the mistress 
of the whole earth, the sun never setting on 
her soil. The revolution was so clean, so 
complete, the sentiment of the people was so 
unanimous that the conviction was general 
that a new force had been given to the ajre, 
and that Spain was about to take her place 
once again, and that worthily, in the family of 
great nations. There were doubting spirits, 
we admit; bnt in view of facts these, if not 
convinced, were compelled to keep silence. 
Duriag all these anxious months the doubters 
and the believers have waited, and to-day it 
does seem as if the contemned doubters had 
the best of it. Spain has not come up to the 
expectations 
entertained 
of her 
thirteen 


mouths ago. Spain is not to-day happier or 
more prosperous than she wag under Isabella. 
The revolution, which gave Prim command of 
the army, which placed Topets at the head of 
the navy and which, nominally at least, made 
Serrano the chief of the State, is still in pro- 
gress. It has been a long, weary, profitless 
interregnum, and to-day no one can tell how 
near or how far distant is the end. 


Our latest news from France shows that 


Napoleon has other difficulties to contend with 
than the difficulties created by the sin or rash 
folly of his cousin or by the implacable enmi- 
ties of Henri Rochefort and the radicals. The 
French people are divided on certain great com- 
mercial questions. Free trade is demanded by 
one class of manufacturers. Protection is de- 
manded by another. Free trade for years past

Comment upon these figures is mani- 
festly unnecessary. The truth is the South is 
on t^e high road to permanent prosperity, and 
her cas-eer cannot be impeded by obstruc- 
tions thrown in her way by Northern croaking 
or Southern obstinacy.

Cable Connection 
Between England and 


f ranee— Circuit of Communication With New 
Tork.

deep sea cable, weighing eight and a half tons to 
the mile and the shore ends fourteen tons.

SKETCHES Of IRISH TRMEL

Bjr Howard Carroll at Masonic 


Temple, Williamabnrs. 


Howard Carroll's new lecture on the "Lakes of 


attorney, or the irishman at Home," at .Masonic 
Temple, Brooklyn, last night, was a grand descrip- 
tion of Irish- scenery and Iris'u character. Mr. Car- 
roll is a young man; Indeed, oa is little more than a 
boy, 
being 
only 
seventeen years of age. 


Tho lecture opens in the city of Dublin with a 
description of seme of the principal street scenes. 
In speating of the Dublin cabmen Mr. Carroll 
said:—Caboiea are the product of civilization. The 
ancient Greeks, with all their learning, never pro- 


j duced A cab, and no ancient Roman Senator could 


stand upon the via sacra and, lifting his finger, call 
to His service a man, a, chariot and a horse to wheel 
him towards the CapUoi. The ancleal Roman coin, 
which corresponded very nearly with the British, 
penny, was called an '-as." Think, then, of some 
angust Roman Consul putting his hand in his pocket 
and drawing form twelve "asea" to pay for the use 
olonehorae. 


Leaving Dublin, Mr.. Carroll passes along the 
line of tne Southern and Great Western Rail- 
way, through the counties of Wicklow, 
Kii- 
dare, Tipperary and Kerry, stopping by the way 
to descrtoe the most noted points of interest. Pass- 
ing on to the Bog of Alien, that great wonder of Ire- 
laud, Mr. Carroll said yon have all heard of the Bog 
of Allen, of all the bogs of Ireland the wildest and 
most gloomy. As we pass over it an hour or two 
after sunset th« effect upon the eye and the imagina- 
tion is all bnt indescribable. On every aide—belore 
aud behind—stretches one wide waste or black turf; 
the black desert stretcbes belore us, silent, gloomy, 
solitary, awful. Its silence seems scarcely disturbed 
by the thunder of the railway tram, its gloom seems 
tmcbeered even by the red splendor of the fading 
sunset, and its awfnlness is mdde more deep by the 
tnonghc that there for ages Sous it lain in the very 
heart of the land unllghted by the sunshine, umer- 
tiuzed by the ram, unvered by the howi- 
inz 
wind—a 
base, 
black, 
desolate 
heath, 
where if men will live they must live alone. 
Leaving the Bog, the lecturer next takes np the 
Round Tower of Klldare, Mallow, the ROCK of 
Cashel, and then Killarney. 
All the important 
scenes or that most beautiful region are vividly 
portrayed. 
After spcatlnz of the Gap of Dunloe 
the audience were conducted to the top of the Pur- 
ple Mountain. Here Mr. CarroB said:—"At last we 
have passed through the outer court; we have 
climbed the steps to Ireland's mountain aliar, ana 
we stand where all the glory and all the beauty, 
strange and wild and wondrous, is flasuea upon 
our eyes and repeats itself in oar souls. At last the 
priestess, the vestal maid of Erin, has lifted her 
veil, and her matchless loveliness breads upon 
us like a sunrise. In the Hashing, gleam- 
ing splendor 
of those lakes, have we not 
the glory 01 her starry eyes? In the dark sides of 
taose old mountains, waving with foliage, have we 
not the waving of that raven hair which so oft has 
been flung to tne winds of battle ? In the bright sun- 
light and shadows wiucu play and chase each other 
over the hundred thills around Bol.arney, have we 
not an image of the joy and sorrow which in per- 
petual strife and change have played over the fea- 
tures of Ireland f" The Cppar, Lower and Muciross 
Lake were veir beautifully aescrioed, and then afrer 
passing through the Long Range and ascending to 
the tap ot Mount Maugerton the lecturer closed.

Shine and Thomas C. Pinnell, la 
the presence of Professor K. Ogden Doremus, Dr. 
Cushman, a number of medical students and sev- 
eral relatives and f nenog of the accused parties, Ke. 
and Mrs. Gardner. The stomach, longs, heart, 
liver, intestines, kidneys, spleen 
and 
bladder 
were removed, 
placed 
in 
glass jars and

in

for analysis. As the doctors making the po3t-moi> 
tern did not write out iae result of tneir discoveries 
it was not omciaily announced, and it is presumed

It will probably be three weeks or more before tna 
result of the analysis will be known; but in tha 
meantime progress may be made in the In- 
vestigation, A large number of witnesses havw 
been summoned to appear at" the Coroner's 
office this morning at eleven o'clock to give evi- 
dence touching toe cause of Mr. Alexander's death. 
This course on.the part of tfle Coroner would seem 
to be somewhat premature, and will be labor lost in. 
case no poison should oe found in the remains of de- 
ceased. Mr. and Mrs. Gardner have not bacn sent to 
the Tombs, but remain In Believue Hospital under 
the care of Warden Brennan, who is making them as 
comfortable as circumstances win allow. Mr. Gard- 
ner, 
who is old and 
leeble,

humiliated by being chajged with this hein- 
ous crime, but seems to have no fears concerning 
the ultimate result of the investigation.

At 
its conclusion Kecorder Hobert B. Taylor held all 
the prisoners to await the action of tbe Grand Jury 
on the charge of burglary in the first degree: It is 
quite likely mat District Attorney William J. Thorn 
will present a cnarge of manslaughter against James 
P. Wuiiams aad Peter Williams for causing tne deals

which whole period the records of ilia Smallpox Hospital oa 
BiackwelPi Island show that eighty cases of amallpoi were 
admitted from different parts ot the Metropolitan district. If 
we nsw compare this outbreak of smallpox in taeroonthof 
December, and its gradual spread ana Increase in the Metro- 
politan district until the f ollowtas May, with the records of the

CHECH amounted to nearly i"»if of the domestic 
cases. Tie states that the total c^scs of sm-dlpox lu tlie city, 
Including 236 seut to hospital, amounted to 593. Our reports 
*nd tbat of the Commissioners of Emlcration show that 152 
smallpox cases were sent from Quarantine to Blackwell's 
Island. The report is deceptive, Inasmuch as it assumes that 
a large proportion of these a93 cases were of foreign origin, 
when the records of the various public departments incon- 
troverdbly establish that all the cases above spoken of were 
of domestic origin, except the one before referred to. The 
snpcnded tables also show that In 1868 168 cases of small- 
pox 
were received fiom 
this district at JilackwelPs 
Island hospital, and 52 
uom Quarantine; that in 
1S6J, 610 cases were received from this district and 162 from 
Quarantine. If those 510 cases of smallpox, received from 
tula district and treated at BUcKwell's Island be added to 
the large number treated in the city, it will be seen that in- 
stead of one-half of the cases ncing imported not more than 
one-fifth or one-sixth are imported, and they were sent di- 
rectly to Blackwell's Island, and did not come to the city ;

My DEAR Sni—Your highly valued letters of the 
24th of April and of the ISta of June last, with the 
enclosures as stated in each, reached me, the first 
when at my distant uorne la Centra! Xew Tone, 
where I had been called by the deatu of my wire, 
ana tne other at a time when I was very ninca 
out of health. Bnt for these untoward events 
ana a great press of ouicial businesi 
ever 
since they wonld have received the prompt atten- 
tion to which they were entitled. I greatly regret 
that this aelay has happened, and regret still more 
that the table and the other photograph that came 
enclosed in your last letter have ueeri mislaid or 
lost. I would be greatly gratified if- you would send 
me other copies or them. 


There are enclosed yon herewith three steel en- 
craved pictures. There is also enclosed a copy of 
my last annual report to ths Secretary or tne Trea- 
sury, and tne report of that odlcer made in Decem- 
ber last to the Congress of fee United States. From 
tbese yon will be able to judge of the manner ana 
the amount of the reduction of onr national debt. 
On the 25th or February, 1862, Congress parsed a

At the close of the war 
much of our shipping had been sold and business 
liad gone out ol onr control, being diverted Into 
other channels. In consequence, too, of ths build- 
ing of so many steamers by Great Britain, which 
were on band at the cloae of the war, they managed 
to hold on to the business of building and freignllcs 
as we had not the vessels to compete with 
them. Ourjjovermnent, too, donne [he war con- 
structed a largo number of vessels, oftentimes hur- 
riedly built, and not built with any reference to 
commerce, which at the . close ol the war were 
thrown upon the market, to the detriment particu- 
larly of shipbuilders. Following this the tariff Is 
increased upon all article* we Import for anin- 
Dulldlng, and a heavy revenue tax

The effort made by Mr. Irving last year to reduce 
the fare on the Eighth Aveune Kaiiroad Irom eleven 
cents to Mantiattanvllle to six cents was renewed 
by nun to-day. The law only permits the company 
to charge eii. cents for each passenger. TUe Second 
and Inird avenue companies only charge seven cents 
through to Baricm.
